On W atering Trees 


f ì NEBRASKAN, w ho has given m u ch attention 
. to the w atering of trees, comes forw ard w ith 
this tim ely proposal, w hich w hile it does not pre­ 
sent new ideas, nevertheless m ay be the m eans 
of saving hu ndreds of thou sands of trees in this 
state. 
He w rote to a paper in N ebraska this: 
"M y neighbor, F rank Holly, has three cu t leaf 
birch 
trees 
standing 
right 
on 
th e 
edge 
of 
a 
tw elve-foot bank. 
These trees are abou t tw enty- 
five years old and a re beau tifu l, healthy speci­ 
m ens. 
My neighbor has contrived a u niq u e plan 
for w atering these trees once a year or so. 
He 
has taken a five or six foot pipe, one-h alf or 
th ree-eights of an inch in diam eter, and attached 
a ho.se cou pling to it. 
This is attached to the hose 
and then forcing the pipe the fu ll length into the 
e arth abou t six feet from the tru nk of the tree, 
the force of the w ater gets the pipe dow n its fu ll 
length in a very short tim e. 
W hen the w ater com ­ 
m ences to bu bble to the top of the grou nd, he 
changes its position by tw o or three feet and 
prot'eeds 
in 
the 
sam e m anner 
u ntil 
the 
area 
arou nd the tree has been soaked.” 
T he rains m ay come, long overdu e as they are, 
bu t if they fail the salvation of hu ndreds of th ou ­ 
sands of trees in this state depends u pon the w ill­ 
ingness and the readiness of people to provide 
w ater.

Gibbons, wounded also in the 
shoulder and below by machine 
gun fire, was awarded the croix 
de guerre and made a chevalier 
in the French Legion of Honor 
for this exploit.

that 
sent 
him 
across four continents was an ex­ 
clusive 
interview 
with

Stalin and a 4,000-word cabled ac­ 
count of the torpedoing in Sep­ 
tember, 1917, of the S. S. Laconia, 
on which he was a passenger.
